It ■will have been socn that tlio 
great financial sclicmo, tlio brilliant 
concoptiou of which was to Imvo 
brought so much glory to tho local 
GoYernment, haa ended in maguili- 
,r.««afc f»iluro at Ottawa. This result 
cannot, sucely, surpriso many. It 
musthavo been anticipated by most 
thinking persona. But, bo that as it 
.:may,;t]io. bursting of the bubble ecr- 
tainly places our local statesinen? in a 
Tery ludicrous position before the 
country. Let it be borne in. mind 
' , that this financial scheme constituted 
• ' ihe wholepolicy of the Administration. 
It was really all they had to can-y 
tbem through, and they relied upon 
tha templing appropriations it offered 
to purchase another year's lease of 
toleration (we cannot say confidence) 
from the various tempted localities. 
But it has collapsed. Tho attractive 
bubble has burst and the soap-suds 
have fallou in tho eyes of knavish 
Ministors and thoir few foolish admir- 
ers. Not tho loasl^ludicroua feature of 
the case is found iu tho circumstance 
« that t&e peana sounded bv order of 
" the Premier himself are only now 
echoing "from 'the mountains to the 
• sea." How grimly sarcastic those 
sounds now are! It would, indeed, 
bo difhcult to conceive of a more lu- 
dicrous position than that now occu- 
piedby the Government. When one 
remembers the glamour surrounding 
its birth, the desperate struggle for 
its preservation, and the self-glorifica- 
tion over its maturity, it is impossible 
to repress a laugh at tho oxjjenso of 
tho astute statesmen whose claim to 
it« authorship none will be disposed 
to dispute. But the subject is serio- 
comic. There is a serious iihasc to it. 
The Esquimau graving dock scliemo 
shares in the common failure. It will 
be remembered with what imbecile 
Bcorn the proposition of tho senior 
member for £^quimalt for an altorna- 
tive dock scheme to fall back upon in 
case of need was rejected— bow in- 
dignantly these Hchool-boy statesmen 
repudiated the idea of having a second 
string to their bow. It truth, in all 
this they only re-enacted tho farce of 
the previous session. But look at the 
practical consequences. By fair pro- 
mises and oily gammon tlie people 
most directly interested were induced 
to endorse the sham dock scheme 
number two, and now Esquimalt and 
her graving dock are just where they 
were when the present set of schemers 
came into power; — for the matter of 
that they are just where they were on 
that blessed morning when Noah and 
his family came out of the ark, Tho 
Imperial aid so contidently promised 
in the Speech from the Throne has 
long since evaporated; and now tho 
Canadian bonus, so exultingly paraded 
before a too credulous people, has also 
dissolved into thin air. But why does 
Mr. Mackenzie refuse to ask Parlia- 
ment to re-enact the "saving clause" 
of our Bill ? There can be but one 
answer, and that answer jiroves the 
eorrectncBs of tho position taken by 
the Loyal Opposition in the Local 
Zi^fislatarel

A Puget Sound contemporary'points 
out the necessity of keeping more than 
two revenue cutter on the coast, and 
advocates, as a measure of economy, 
that such vessels as are required in 
the service should bo built on the 
Sound. "It coat," says our contem- 
porary, "$20,000, gold, to send tho 
Lincoln around here, and $17,000, 
more to repair her after arriving; yet 
she was condemned and sold in less 
than three jears after for a mere trifle . " 
Now, what shall be said of British 
Columbia, with a coast line not so 
very much less and without a single 
revenue cutter to guard the interests 
of commerce? "We are aware that this 
is a question chiefly concerning the 
Federal interests, and it may bo said 
that if they are content to permit the 
portals of the country to be unguarded 
and the revenue laws to bo to a groat 
extent adoadjlottcr, tho Province has 
no particular reason to conqjlain, re- 
ceiving, as it does, the advantages of 
illicit trade. Such would, howovcr, 
bo a lower ground than we care to 
take up; but, apart altogether from 
the mere commercial view, there are 
othet important interests to bo con- 
iidered, such, for instance, as keeping 
the coast Indians in order by proven- 
ting indiscriminate traflic in intoxi- 
cating liquors, and otherwise. Wo 
have repeatedly pointed out tho ne- 
cessity as well as the economy of 
-keeping at least one jrevenue cutter 
•mpioyeclui British Columbia waters; 
, .but ^re are not aware of any practical 
' itepis having been taken in that direc- 
tion. Onise more we urge upon the 
Dominion Government tho propriety 
of properly guarding tho revenue, and 
other coast interests by the ouly prac- 
ti<sabUn\e«ftB^reT«aufl cutter. /

f^ldeiod "G. S." out of danger. Ho casts 
' great many slurs at tho constable for his 
election of the Grand Jury last fall. It 
s a pu/.zlo to many to know how "G. S." 
'came to be on it; but with that one excep- 
tion they were as good men and honest as 
can be found iu the community, and, 
whether aliens or not, wore somo of tho 
heaviest taxpayers of tho district. In his 
general news, in which he records tlio 
death of Perry, he is unablo to leave 
the dead rest in peace, but must try to 
slander ono who was in every 
way a better man than himself. I brand 
his statement in regard to the cause of 
Perry's death as an unmitigated lie. No 
one but a miscreant would bo guilty of 
slandering tho dead. His statements 
in regard to the Perry Creek mines and 
tho number of inhabitants are false. 
We have eighteen white men, twenty-four

This, during the close season, is a good 
showing, and there ie every chanco of 
Perry Creek being a good camp when the 
deep ground ia thoroughly tested. In 
regard of there being no use for a con- 
stable on this creek, it is un'rue,a3 thocon- 
stable hero, besides hisothor duties, acts 
as recorder for this crook. Weaver Creek, 
Palmer's Bar, Mooyea and St. Mary's 
Rivera; all those places boing noarer to 
tho office hero than to the head ofiice at 
Wild Horse Creek. He also refers to 
there being a special constable. There 
is no such thing, nor will theie be; but if 
the ])reaent constable was removed I 
should resign, as I would bo called away 
from ray work and have to put a man in 
my plaoa at six dollars jior day and, in 
return, receive ono dollar from the Gov- 
ornnient. I have attended one case at 
Wild Horse Greek this winter, when it 
was 6 below zero. I had to walk thirty 
miles there, from there to tho St. Joseph 
Prairie and back, thirty-six mile.', and ono 
day at Court; back to Perry Ureek, thirty 
miles, taking mo in all four days, for 
which I was to rocoivo from the Govern- 
ment.one dollar and pay my own expen- 
ses, BO that any one can see that the taxes 
on a J. P. would he rather heavy if it was 
not for the constables being always in 
town and keeping mon in check. 1 can 
understand tho antipathy of "Ground 
Sluice" to J. P's. and 'constables. People 
of his stamp are alwa^'s opposod to hav- 
ing the law onforcod as it should be. 
I'ho first case tho J. P. here was called to 
adjudicate on was one in which "G. S's." 
cabin mate was the offender, and an in- 
formation was lodgod against "G. S." in 
the ollioo of Mr. C. Booth, thoolhor day, 
for purloining a bottle of whisky from a 
cabin at which ho was a guest, so that 
his dislike to constables is easily under- 
stood. O nr senior member.Mr J. A. Mara, 
ileserves great ])raise for his efforts in be- 
half of the district, and ho is right in try- 
ing to got a military post establibliod hero, 
as it would bo tho making of tho diiitiict. 
We andly need -somo protection hero, for 
we are at tho mercy of a lot of savages 
whenever thoy feel like making a raid on 
us, and no man with a family would like 
to come hero to settle. Whereas 
should a military post bo established hero 
it would form a mioleus round which a 
largo seltlomeiit wcnild sju'lng uji, giving 
an inipetu.s to busiiiMss ol all kiiub;. Wo 
should soon .SCO a llour mill in operatiuu 
as we have plenty of good laud and can 
raiao as good grain as ony part of the Pro- 
vinoo, as Judge Gray and Dr. Powoll can 
testify, as thoy woro shown as fine wheat, 
barley and oa'ls last full on tlieir visit 
hero as they can find anywhere. The 
grain mentioned was raised on tho farms 
of Mr.J. T. (> Ubr.iiLh and Mrs. Hicks. 
Wejbeliovo it would bo good ])olicy on 
tho part of tho local Gofornmout to ex- 
plore for a new road into this district, as 
there is every reason to believe that ore 
long this wiil be ono of the most import- 
ant mining sections of the Province, and, 
in the event of a big rush, Viotoria would 
bo cut offfrom supplying tho wonts hero, 
as the present road ia to all intents and 
purposes iiapractioablo and useless, being 
closed against jiack trains for nine months 
in the year.

LAST NIGHT'S DISPATCHES. 

Uastoru States- 
Nbw York, April 13,— The Pacific Mail 
steamship Colon, from New York, arriv- 
ed at Aspinwall, April Cth. The City of 
Panama sailed from Aspinwall for Now 
York direct, April 10th. Tho Granada 
was to sail from Panama for San Francis- 
co, April 11th. 

W^.aniNaxoN, April 13 — John Roach 
was before the Postal Committee to day 
in advocacy of the Paciflo Mail subsidy. 
He said he appeared scdely in behalf of 
tho ship building interest of tho country 
and with reference to an iron ship under 
construction by him for that company. 
He gave statijticsas to tho large subsidies 
paid by the English and French Govern- 
ments to keep up lines of sepii-montbly 
steamers on the Pacific to control the 
commerce of that ocean for their nations. 
With reference to the failure of the 
Pacific Mail Steamship Co. to get their 
new ahips ready in tho Lino required by 
ooniracts he explained that it was found 
■hips of the size and class contracted for 
could not compete in speed with ships 
built in England for the same Pacific 
trade and tho plans were therefore chang- 
ed, and were built requiring more than 
the contract time. Tlie Company went 
forward believing that the U. S. Govern- 
ment would not tako advantage of tho 
temporary delay of the service should, in 
tho meantime, be performed in other ves- 
sels without suhsidys and newer and bet- 
ter slii[)s ahould bo ready to compete 
with foreign lines for the trade of tho Pa- 
cific to carry tlio mails at a lower price 
than any other line would charge for tlio 
same service. With reference to the 
ohargo that a large sum was paid andcor- 
rn ptiy used by the Pacific Mail Oo. so as to 
procure from Oongreps an additional sub- 
sidy, Roach stated that he knew nothing 
of such payment; that tliore was no evi- 
dence that any of tho sum was taken out of 
tho Co's funds nominally to prevent com- 
petition in bidding for contracts was cor- 
ruptly used in Washington, that not one 
of the present managers had anything to 
do with the money. He will appear be- 
fore the same Committee again to-day.
